The particulars of the ac­ 
cident are not known although it is 
believed that he was run down by a 
runaway horse. 
He wrote to his son 
a few days after the accident but this 
letter indicated that he was not seri­ 


o u s ly hurt and no further word was 
received until the message last night 
announcing hi- death. 
Mr. Everbach was widely known 
throughout 
Jackson 
county 
and 
southern Indiana where he had taken 
active interest in public and political 


a ffa irs . 
He was engaged in newspa­ 
per work for a number of years, but 
after retiring from the journalistic 
field conducted a commission estab­ 
lishment in this city. 
Mr. Everbach 
w a s 
seventy-eight 
years of age and w as very active for 
a man of his years. 
He occasionally 
contributed to a number of papers in 
Louisville and Indianapolis and also 
in his own city. 
Several months ago Mr. Everbach 
left for a trip through the west ex­ 
pecting to spend the winter with his 


daughter. M rs . (Teland at Los Angel­ 


es. 
S in c e his arrival in that city he 
had written to a number o f his friends 
here that he was enjoying the best of 
health and was well pleased with the 
climate. 
He is survived by three children, 


M rs . Anna (Teland of L o s Angeles; 
Mrs. George Attkisson of Indianapolis 
and Fred of Seymour and 
several 
grandchildren. 
Mr. Everback was born in Wurten- 
burg, Germany, April 11, 1834 and 
was one of a family of twelve chil­ 
dren born to Mr. and Mrs. John Ever­ 
back, lK»th natives of the same place 
land agriculturists by vocation. 
He 
wa- reared in the same calling, and 
educated in his native land. 
In 1852 he left Germany and landed 
at New York May L. 


After following gardening in New 
York City one year he removed to 
Louisville, Ky., continuing in the same 
vocation until late in 18(H). 
He then 
came to New 
Albany, 
this 
state, 
where he engaged in gardening and 
merchandising until 1873. when he 
embarked in the agricultural imple­ 
ment trade at 
Jeffersonville, 
Ind. 
After contiuung in this business until 
1873 or 1880. and becoming mean­ 
while a master of the English tongue, 
by 
newspaper 
correspondence, 
in 
which his articles were read by the 
public with avidity, he decided to en­ 
gage in journalism, and accordingly 
established 
the 
Seymour 
Journal, 
in 1882, an independent German pa­ 
per. 
The German people in Columbus and 
vicinity demanding a newspaper in 
their own language, but being unable 
to support one at that point, induced 
.Mr. Everback to devote some -pace 
to the interests and news of Barthol­ 
omew county. 
The paper was accor­ 
dingly named the Seymour and Co­ 
lumbus Journal. 
Being a Republican, 
Mr. Everback, during the campaign 
of 1884, canvassed the county in fav­ 
or of Blaine 
and 
Logan, 
making 
fluent and effective speeches in both 
German and English, a- the result of 
the election 
in 
sundry 
localities 
demonstrated.

After adopting the articles of im­ 
peachment 
the 
house 
unanimously 
adopted a resolution appointing the 
foliowMng representatives as managers 
on the part of the house to present and 
press the impeachment in the senate: 
Clayton of Alabama, Floyd of Arkan­ 
sas, Webb of North Carolina, Davis of 
W est 
Virginia, 
Sterling of 
Illinois, 
Howland of Ohio and Norris of Ne­ 
braska. 
Another resolution was adopt­ 
ed authorizing the managers to obtain 
counsel and incur necessary expenses 
in handling the case. 
The message 
informing the senate officially of the 
house’s action was transmitted today 
by the clerk of the house, and the 
managers now await the pleasure of 
the senate.

These totals were disclosed official­ 
ly for the first time when George B. 
Cortelyou, who wras chairman of the 
national committee during the Parker 
Roosevelt campaign of 1904, appeared 
as a witness before the senate com­ 
mittee 
investigating 
campaign 
con­ 
tributions. 
Mr. 
Cortelyou 
also 
disclosed 
the 
fact that the vouchers and financial 
records of the 1904 campaign were 
destroyed by 
Cornelius N. Bliss in 
1907, shortly after he had retired as 
treasurer of the national committee. 
Only a day or two before. Thomas 
Taggart, chairman of the Democratic 
national committee in this same P a r­ 
ker-Roosevelt campaign, testified that 
the check-stubs and other documents 
relating to the financing of the Demo­ 
cratic end of the 
fight, 
had been 
burned. 
The testimony of Mr. Cortel 
you following so closely upon that of 
Mr. Taggart caused a stir among the 
senators. 
Mr. 
Cortelyou. 
however, 
took pains to defend the memory of 
C. N. Bliss and to declare that he 
never wrould have tolerated a single 
transaction that would not bear the 
full light of day. 
Mr. Cortelyou went 
further and said he was willing to as 
sume full responsibility for anything 
that was done in the 1904 campaign 
by the Republican national commit 
tee. 
Mr. Cortelyou testified emphatically 
that he had made it a point not to 
turn any money over to the Republi­ 
can state committees tow’ard the closo 
of the campaign.

for the raising of the $260,000 which 
Harriman lias said that he threw into 
New York state on the eve of the elec­ 
tion. 
Mr. Harrim an boasted that it 
was this $260,000 that carried the day 
for Roosevelt in New York. 
Mr. Cor­ 
telyou testified that he never had been 
informed of the raising of this Har­ 
riman fund and that he had known 
absolutely nothing about it until the 
report came out in the newspapers. 
This $260,000 never passed through 
the hands of the national committee, 
but went direct to the New York state 
organization. 
W h ile 
Mr. 
Cortelyou 
gave evidence of a desire to help the 
committee, they learned little from 
him of the purse of $1,900,000 raised 
for Roosevelt. 
Mr Cortelyou said the 
details of raising the money had been 
handled by Mr. Bliss and that he (Cor­ 
telyou) had little or no information in 
regard to the individual contributors. 
He could not recall that any of the 
big corporations had contributed to 
the Roosevelt fund.

Stockholm, Ju ly 12.— At the Olym pic 
games yesterday triumph after tri­ 
umph followed the efforts of the Am er­ 
ican athletes, and the sting of de­ 
feat felt for the first time Wednesday 
was forgotten

America's other points were scored 
in the 200-meter final and In putting 
the shot with both hands. 
In the 
sprint race Ralph C. Craig of the De­ 
troit Y. M. C. A. carried the Am erican 
shield to victory for the second time, 
with Donald F. Lippincott, the Univer­ 
sity of Pennsylvania freshman. In sec­ 
ond place. 
In the shot put with both 
hands Ralph Rose of the Olym pic A 
C. of San Francisco, turned the tables 
on Pat McDonald, his conqueror of the 
day before, but both beat all the other 
competitors, so that five more points 
were added t^ the United States total.

A continual strain upon the eyes 
causes not only headaches, but, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Woods Hutchinson, a 
majority of the cases of stomach trou­ 
ble are due to eye strain. 
This may 
seem a surprising statement, but if 
the eyes require an unusual concentra­ 
tion of nerve force it Is reasonable to 
suppose that the stomach, as well as 
other organs of the body, must suffer 
in consequence. 
I have come in con­ 
tact with a number of cases in which 
a continual strain upon the eyes has 
affected the mind.

serve your employer efficiently with 
impaired vision, or when you are suf­ 
fering from the many Ills due to strain 
upon the eyes. 
You owe it to him as 
well as to yourself to remedy the fault 
If any exists.— Chicago Tribune.
